Nervous troubles frequently come 
from ill-fitting and badly made shoes, 
in the opinion of Dr. Irvin O. Allen. 
He thinks them accountable for much 
matrimonial haggling and discord. 
It is a mistake, he says, to teach 
the child—as is commonly done — to 
toe out. In the beginning the boy or 
the girl, in obedience to an unerring 
instinct, points 
the 
foot 
straight 
ahead, which is the proper way for 
walking. 
All shoeless peoples walk 
with parallel feet—Indians, for exam­ 
ple. 
Dr. Allen explains that the sole of 
the shoe should be the shape of the 
foot 
To determine the shape, one 
must stand barefoot on the ball and 
tnes upon a sheet of paper, allowing 
the great toe to assume its normal 
position—separated 
somowhat 
from 
the other toes. Make a mark around 
the toes with a pencil and then let 
the heel come down to the paper. Now 
place the weight of the body upon the 
outer side of the foot and complete 
the outline In that position. 
A shoe made with a sole of this 
shape, and with a reasonably high 
vamp, will pertainly be comfortable 
and will insure a healthy foot, inci­ 
dentally doing away with “shoe nerv­ 
ousness.” If worn in winter, however, 
it thould have no metal nails in it. 
The feet are not easily kept warm 
during cold weather in shoes 
with 
metal nails, because they tend to con­ 
duct the heat out of the body.

A posse of extermination was or* 
ganized and at least 290 rattlesnakes 
of all sizes were killed in Rattlesnake 
Gulch, near Three Forks, yesteragy. 
The source of the hundreds of the 
reptiles, from which the gulch takes 
its name, was found in the shape of a 
small cave, discovered by accident by 
Amos Smith. 
Mr. Smith notified his 
friends in Three Forks and nearly a 
hundred men and boys proceeded to 
the scene, armed with all variety of 
weapons. 
For three hours the battle raged and 
at its close 290 rattlers were counted 
strewn on the ground, and not a man 
had been bitten. 
The reptiles were 
slightly dormant, owing to the cool­ 
ness, but when aroused w’ould sally 
forth from the cave. 
Clubs, shotgudk 
and rifles were used in the slaughter. 
When no more snakes emerged from 
the cave a repeating shotgun was dis­ 
charged into it and about fifty more 
were dragged forth. 
Some of the specimens killed meas­ 
ured more than three feet long, while 
others were only a 
few 
inches In 
length. 
Some of the larger ones will 
be stuffed and placed on exhibition. 
For years the farmers in the neigh­ 
borhood have been bothered by the 
great number of rattlesnakes. 
The 
gulch of that name was literally alive 
with them. 
The den discovered by 
Mr. Smith is on the People’s ranch. 
After cleaning out this den it was de­ 
cided to continue the crusade 
and 
there are a number of men and boys 
scouring the community for 
more 
snakes.—Bozeman correspondence An­ 
aconda Standard.

Conservation 
Is 
Proving 
Very 
Un­ 
popular to Those Who Delight 
In This Sport. 


Coon hunting is on the decline ov*r 
in southern Illinois, according to a 
report from Owensville, because the 
farmers and land owners have b'v 
?ome timber conservationists and re­ 
fuse to allow' their trees to be cut. 
It used to be that a coon hunt was 
not a success unless the coon was 
tretd in a monarch of the forest, the 
tree subsequently being cut down by 
the ready axes of the hunters to effect 
the capture of the game. 
In days 
when timber was plentiful the land 
owners were not so particular, and 
it was not uncommon for a hunting 
party to chop down half a dozen fine 
irees in a single night. 
The hunting 
party that would commit such a tres­ 
pass nowadays probably would find it­ 
self in serious trouble with the courts. 
For trees such as the coon hunters 
used to cut now have a big market 
value. 
They are growing scarcer all 
the time, and the wise land owner is 
realizing the necessity of husbanding 
his resources in the timber line. 
“In the good old days” an incalcul­ 
able amount of good timber was de­ 
stroyed in this way. 
Tt was 
not 
missed at the time, for trees grew 
almost everywhere, and lumber was 
not so much of an item as it is at 
present. 
The forests had to go in 
order to blaze the way for agricul­ 
tural development. There was no es­ 
pecial demand for timber, and vast 
areas of it were cut down and burned 
that the land owner might prepare 
for growing corn or tobacco. 
Much 
of this timber might have been saved 
If the farmer had cleared his land 
on any systematic plan, and would 
have made him Independent in 
his 
later years. 
He did not realize the 
importance of conservation, so he cut 
and slashed indiscriminately, and the 
coon hunters helped him. along with 
the hickory nut hunters, the chestnut 
hunters, the grape gatherers, the seek 
ers after slippery elm bark and a 
great variety of hunters engaged in 
denuding the wooded lands of theii 
products. 
It is well that the farmers of south­ 
ern Indiana and the farmers 
else 
where are beginning to take notice oi 
he conservation movement. 
If tin 
ioon hunter must needs chase room 
’et him catch them on the level o: 
:limb the tree for his booty.
